government today by militant na- 
tionalists. 


The. .threats came on the heels 
of -hand-to-hand fighting ,ln -Paris 
streets yesterday 
between police 


and members of the Croix de Feu, 
an armed rightist league. 


Scores of rightists were taken to 
jail after the encounters, which 
resulted during a demonstration 
against the "sovietization" policy 
of the leftist government. Three 
policemen were injured. 


For its part, the government de- 
clared new decrees aimed at dis-

of

rightist leagues were 
to be is- 
sued to prevent the armed legions 
from escaping the original dis- 
bandment order. 


The new laws, informed sources 


said, would remove any possibility

Five Arabs Killed.

dent Roosevelt and National Chair-

said Chairman James A. Farley. 


Alfred J. Kennedy, an alternate from New York, had 


responded to Smith's demand for the unhorsing of Roose- 
velt with a proposal that the 1928 standard bearer go 
before the convention personally.

citizen would have to decide for 
himself the "demarcation between 
fealty to party and country." 


In 
Massachusetts, Col. Frank 
Knox, the republican vice presi- 
dential nominee, said Roosevelt's 
chances of reelection were dam- 
aged. 
But Norman Thomas, the 


Socialist presidential nominee in 
New York, said the Smith state- 
ment would win the new deal two 
vote* lor every one lost. 
Where the 1928

nominee had hinted on enlisting

PRESIDENT REFUSES CLEM-

19. _(#)— Arthur Gooch, 27- 
year-old Oklahoma gunman 
was hanged at daybreak to- 
day for the kidnaping of 
two Paris, Texas, officers — 
the first man to die under 
the federal Lindbergh law. 
He did not utter a -word on the 
gallows. 


President 
Roosevelt, 
who de- 


clined executive clemency, shat- 
tered Goocli's hopes of escaping 
the noose with a precedant-break- 
Irig statement that modification of 
sentence would "render nugatory 
a law carefully considered by the 
congress and designed to meet a 
national need." 


A crowd of about 350 persons, 


including eight women, pressed 
forward as the trap was sprung 
by Rich Owen, veteran Oklahoma 
penitentiary executioner. 


Missing from the crowd was 


20-year-old Marie Lepley, brunet 
waitress of Muskogee, who posed 
as Glooch's sister to visit him in 
death row, and who declared she 
would "go out with Arthur". 


The whereabouts of the girl, 


Gooch's "sweetheart" 
of 
four 


months, was not learned immedi- 
ately. 


Gj>och, who had been nervous- 


ly garrulous up to the time he 
was taken from the death cell 
at the state prison here, shook his 
head when U. <S. Deputy Mar- 
shal George Hall of Muskogee, 
aske.fl : 


"Do you have anything to say, 


Arthur?" 


The gallows trap was sprung 


at 5:04 a. m. Central 
Standard 


Time, and fifteen 
minutes later 


the prison physician, 
signalled

Hoped For Clemency. 


Until Mr. Roosevelt's statement 


was read to him, the one-time

woman into custody at a dance 
In celebration of payment of thr 
bonus. Officers were told negroes 
in the place "ganged" him. After 
Simmons wildly fired his pistol 
twice, he was set upon with knives 
and razors. Ho died In a few min- 
utes. 


Soon after nine negroes were 


rounded up, a mob formed 
at 


Wharton. Mob leaders went 
to 


tho jail there and demanded sur- 
render of the prisoners, but offi- 
cers already had spirited them 
away. The howling mob next ap- 
peared at Bay City but the quar- 
ry had been removed again. 


When the mob appeared conrlno- 


ed officers had outsmarted them, 
It returned o El Campo and set 
fire to the cafe in which Simmon* 
was slain.

BREAK EARLY TODAY 


GUARD KILLED AND THREE 


LONG-TERM CONVICTS 


MAKE ESCAPE 


R E T R I E V E PRISON 


FARM, 
Brazoria County, 


June 19.—(&) — Three des- 
perate convicts who killed 
Guard Felix Smith with his 
own pistols and escaped on 
a horse and two mules this 
morning remained at large 
in the dense underbrush of this 
swampy section of South Texas 
at noon. 
A pose and bloodhounds, under 


direction of Captain Rube Con- 
ner, were able to trail the desper- 
adoes only a short distance. It 
was believed the convicts headed 
toward Houston. 
The area into which the con- 


victs escaped is heavily timbered 
and several bayous run through 
the marshy 
section, making it 


difficult for bloodhounds to keep 
to the trail. 
Possemen were forced to ad- 


vance carefully, since the convicts 
were armed with two pistols tak- 
en from Smith. 
T. N. Atkinson, 
an 
habitual 


criminal sent up for 
life 
from 


Hidalgo county; Luke Trammell, 
serving 25 years for murder, rob- 
bery and other major 
offenses, 


and Forrest Gibson, serving 10 
years lor theft in Limestone coun- 
ty, were the desperadoes who es- 
caped, 
v 
They attacked Smith just as a 


plowing squad was being taken 
to the fields for work. The guard 
was riding behind the 
convicts, 


. -who were mounted on mules. 
Trammell, Atkinson and Gibson 


were riding nearest 
the 
guard. 
Without 
warning, 
they 
slipped 


from their mules and threw htm 
from his saddle. Quickly disarm- 
ing Smith, they shot him to deatn 
with his two pistols. 
One of them swung into Smiths 


saddle and, with the other fugi- 
tives, lashed the horse Into the 
woods. 
Another guard, riding slightly 


ahead of the work squad tried to 
aid Smith but arrived too late to 
save his life or halt the fleeing 
convicts. He gave the alarm and 
Capt. 
Rube 
Conner, 
in charge 


of the Brazoria county farm, or- 
ganized a posse and took the 
trail of the escaped men with 
bloodhounds. 
Gibson 
made 
several previous 


escapes. He was among those who 
fled from Eastham farm a few 
years ago when a guard 
was 


killed. 
Jack Ellingston, general man- 
ager of the prison system, hur- 
ried to the farm to supervise 
the hunt. He said at times Gib- 
son's work 
had 
been so good 
he had been made a trusty. Once 
Gibson was sent to the honor

'"I don't know why they do It, 


Ellington commented. "This es-

The senate today passed legisla- 
tion intended to enlarge the Amer- 
ican 
merchant 
marine 
through 


direct subsidy 
payments. 
It carried without a record vote 


and was sent immediately to con- 
ference with the house for action 
on senate amendments. 
Whether 


the differences could be adjusted 
before adjournment of congress 
was In doubt. 
Senator Clark (D-Mo.) made the 


principal speech in opposition to 
the 
subsidy 
legislation 
which 


would substitute direct payment 
for the present mail contract sub- 
sidy system. 
Clark said the bill was "wrong 
.n principle, un-American and con- 
trary to the long established tenets 
of the Democratic party." 
"It would be perfectly impossible 


for me to support this bill or any 
other ship subsidy measure," he 
said. 
The bill would create a United 
States maritime commission, com- 
posed of five members, to admin- 
ister the act. The amount of op- 
erating subsidy paid would be de- 
termined after an investigation of 
the relative cost of operating ves- 
sels here and abroad. 
For construction, a subsidy up 


to 50 per cent of the c,ost would 
be authorized with approval of t 
of the 5 members of the commis- 
sion. 
Operators would have to put up 


25 per cent in cash. 
The govern- 


ment would lend the remaining 
25 per cent at 3 1-2 per cent to be 
repaid over 20 years. 


If a reputable operator could 
not put up the 25 per cent the 
government could construct ves- 
sels and charter them to him- 


A $25,000 salary limitation for 


officers 
of 
companies receiving 
a subsidy would be prescribed. 


Clark agreed with Senator Bo- 
rah (R-Idaho) that the bill pro- 
vided a system which was "the 
lesser of two evils" as compared 
with the indirect mail subsidy.

Will S. Knight, aged 60 years, 


Dorsicana police chief for the past 
30 years, died in the Navarro clinic 
Saturday morning at 10 o'clock fol- 
lowing several days serious illness. 
He had been in ill health for some 
time.

from the First Christian church 
Sunday afternoon at 5 o'clock with 
interment in Oakwood cemetery. 
Rev Tom Lenox, now of Sweet- 


water, former pastor of the First 
Christian church here, will con- 
duct the services, assisted by Rev.

Chief Knight was born in Leon 


county in 1876 and spent his early 
life there. While still in his teens, 
fie moved to Navarro county and 
resided in Blooming- Grove, Cryer 
7!reek and other communities prior 
o moving to Corsicana. He was 
named as deputy sheriff by Sher- 
ff Bob Allen before he reached his 
twenty-first birthday and spent the 
remainder of his life as a peace 
officer. Mr. Knight was elected city 
marshal 
at 
Blooming Grove in 


1900 and was renamed in 1901-1902 
and in Sept., 1902, he resigned the 
marshalship to become a deputy 
under Sheriff Joe Hale. 


Named Chief In 1906 
In 1904, Knight was named on 


the Corsicana city police force by 
:he late E. O Call, mayor at that 
time. Knight was named chief of 
the department in 1906 and had held 
he post continuously since that 
time. From 1906 to 1918 when a new 
city charter was adopted, he was 
appointed annually, but after that 
date his assignment came biennial- 
ly. His last appointment was on 
April 7, 1936, for two years. After 
receiving 
his twenty-second 
ap- 


pointment to his post this year, he 
proudly pointed to the fact that he 
had never had a dissenting vote 
cast against him by a member of 
the city commission. 


During his term of office, the 


chief several years ago estimated 
that he had handled well over 
5,000 men and women with crim- 
inal records, and his career car- 
ried his service through the years 
of the oil booms in Corsicana and 
vicinity which attracted hundreds 
of undesirable characters to this 
section.Identification Bureau 


One of his proudest accomplish- 


ments was the installation of an 
identification bureau a number of 
years ago which now has on file 
thousands of records, photographs 
and fingerprint classifications of 
persons with criminal records both 
in Texas and other sections of the 
United States. 


Chief Knight had been active In 
state and national peace officer or- 
ganizations. He served as president 
of the Texas Chiefs of Police and 
City Marshall's association in 1911 
after serving in minor capacities 
for several years. He was named 
as third vice president of the as- 
sociation in 1934. He was a mem- 
ber of the International Associa- 
tion of Chiefs . of Police, and for 
several years was one of the vice 
presidents for Texas of the Sheriffs 
and Police Officers association of 
America. 
He was n member of the First 


Christian church of Corsicana, also 
of the B. P. O E., Knights of 
Pythias, I. O. O. F., and other fra- 
ternal organizations. 


Surviving are his wife, nee Miss 


Maude Spivey of Blooming Grove, 
and a number of other relatives. 


Was of Kindly Nature 


Although stern and uncompro- 


mising when dealing with crimin- 
als who sought to evade the law 
and 
the 
consequences of their 
crimes, Chief Knight, was known 
as a man of tender sentiment and 
kindliness by those who knew him 
beat and had opportunities to know 
the friendly side of the man. Even 
those who broke the law and came 
in contact with him as offenders 
often praised his absolute fairness 
and justice. There was nothing 
vindicative in his nature—just a 
faithfulness to his duty as guar- 
dian of the public as their chief 
law enforcement officer. 


He loved his home and whenever 


his duties permitted he could be 
found at his own fireside. Truly a 
real man in every sense of the word 
and his passing will be keenly felt 
in all walks of the city's life.
